1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



2. Claims 1-3, 8, 9, 13, 14 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by De Luca '888. 

3. Claims 8, 9, 13, 14 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Malcolm. 



5. Applicant's arguments filed 8/20/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding claim 8, Fig. 14 of Malcolm clearly shows a plurality of intermediate 
sheet form layers extending between a pair of sheet form outer layers with an array of 
alternating seams of attachment joining adjacent sheetform outer and intermediate 
layers as claimed.

Regarding claim13, Fig. 1 1 of Malcolm shows attachment seams 31 , 33 with an 
unsealed interval along portions 36, 37 that defines an opening, which meets the 
limitations of applicant's claimed "weepage opening".
